Deeds, not promises, ccunt. 


The mere list of programs presented 
from year to year at the Cape Play- 
house, Dennis, indicate that Mr. Moore 
has consistently fulfilled by deeds his 
promises to himself in founding this 
unique theatre—to make it America’s 
most famous and most widely imitated 
summer theatre. 


The list tells its own story—but it 
should be pointed out that such great 
present day favorites as Robert Mont- 
gomery, Bette Davis, Lloyd Nolan, Drue 
Leighton, Henry Fonda and Margaret 
Hamilton received their real start at the 
Cape Playhouse; that Mady Christians 
made her first American appearance there 
in 1933; and that many excellent plays 
were first produced at Dennis, before be- 
ing taken to Broadway to become nation- 
al hits, as for example, “When Ladies 
Meet.” .

SEA CRIA 
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NOTES ON THE PLAYERS 


RUTH GORDON, whose folks origin- 
ally came from Orleans on Cape Cod, 
achieved her first great stage success in 
“Saturday’s Children.” She was born in 
Wollaston and educated in Quincy. As a 
small girl she went to New York and se- 
cured a minor role with Maude Adams 
for the latter’s revival of “Peter Pan,” 
at the Empire Theatre. Following her 
overnight success in “Saturday’s Chil- 
dren,” she created an equal sensation in 
“Serena Blandish,” and again in 1931 she 
delighted New York in “A Church 
Mouse,” which she later played at the 
Cape Playhouse. 


RUTH HAMMOND is a Californian and 
a graduate of the University of California 
at Berkeley. Among the New York suc- 
cesses in which she has appeared are: 
“The Charm School,” “Antonia,” } fie 
Poor Nut,” “This Is All New York,” “The 
Good Fairy” and “Saturday’s Children,” 
in the last named production playing the 
same role she enacts at the Cape Play- 
house for this engagement. 


DONALD MacDONALD, began his ca- 
reer in musical comedy, but soon shifted 
to the legitimate drama. Among his big- 
ger New York successes were: “Paris 
Bound,” “Processional,” “The Second 
Man,” “White Wings,” and “Love "Em 
and Leave ’Em.”’ He went to London for 
the Theatre Guild to play “Strange Inter- 
lude.”
